tries, after which the Hun will easily 
find a way of plunging once more into 
fraudulent bankruptcy and cheating the 
Allies not only of any instalments of re- 
parations, but also of the money which 
they have been tricked into advancing. 
Those, on the other hand, who believe 
that the Germans will make an honest 
effort to pay if they get a chance, will 
readily accept the German ‘argument that 
it will pay them better to forego 25 per 
cent. of the profits of their industries 
which the Allies will then be interested 
in fostering, than to lose all the profits 
by a collapse of German industry. It 
must be admitted that, on the face of 
it, this contention seems eminently 
sound. Germany can, perhaps, déli- 
berately destroy her credit by. currency 
inflation without doing herself any great 
harm, but she cannot destroy her indus- 
tries without disastrous effect, and would 
not be likely to do so just because 25 per 
cent. of. the, proceeds were going to the 
Allies. It is true, on the other hand, that 
the scheme involves the Allies in the pros- 
perity of German interests, very possibly 
to the detriment, and certainly not t5 
the benefit. of their own ‘industries of a 
like class. One can imagine, for example, 
that the Sheffield cutlers would look with 
distrust on a scheme by which the British 
taxpayer depended to some extent for the 
diminution of his burden on German 
cutlers collaring the world’s markets. 
The objection, however, is not radical. 
There are vast German industries that. 
have no serious .rivals among the Allies. 
But the main argument in favour of this 
proposal is that it is from the profits of 
German industries that the reparations 
money must come, whether Germany 
hands the money over in driblets or the 
American financiers give her a loan, and 
the profits of the industries are taken in 
the shape of taxes to pay interest and 
sinking fund on that loan. It does not 
matter which way the thing is done, but 
it is of immense importance that it be 
done quickly. It ts-the fact that nothing 
is being done that is exasperating the 
French, and makes them threaten to cut 
open the golden goose, whether there are 
any eggs to be secured in this way or not. 
The real objection to the reported pro- 
posal is the obvious difficulty of putting 
it into effect. That, however, would te 
an objection for the Germans themselves 
to cope with, though the Allies would, of 
necessity, have to exercise some sort of 
control over the industries concerned. On 
the whole, it is difficult to see any funda- 
mental objections to the proposal from 
the Allies’ point of view. This, the 
hardened believers in Hun duplicity will 
affirm, is the chief reason why the Ger- 
mans will never make it. 


Atalanta. 


The first Women's Olympiad, which was 
held on Sgturday at the Petshing Stadium 
in Paris, from one pomt of view at 
any rate, an unqualified success; for no 
fewer than eighty-six thousand spectators 
watched the international Atalantas con- 
testing for the’ palm which finally fell to 
the British team. To have put into the 
field a team of girl athletes. capable of 
winning such a contest is no certain indica- 
tion that the womanhood of the victorious 
nation is healthier than the rest, or any 
thing like as healthy as it should be. As 
indicating the possible approach of an 
epoch in which women will conscientiously 
pursue health. and strength as well as 
beauty of feature and fascination of attire 
the contest itself must be reckoned a good 
thing. It is not in the arena, indeed, 
that we shall look for the physically per- 
fect woman. There the more specialised 
types must necessarily preva:l. The young 
American woman who on Saturday won 
the weight-putting championship is stated 
to be six feet three inches tall. One 
recoils from the thought that recurrent 
Olympiads might this sort of thing 
to become general. The good, if any, will 
come in the improven.ent of the general 
average whose athletic eftorts will never 
extend beyond the schoc! playground or 
the local hockey field. Women are hardier 
creatures than men and their standard of 
health is far higher. But it is also subject 
to heavier and more varied tests and, 
therefore, improvable in a 
number of ways. More women 
much physical exercise than too little, 
and generally it is the wrong kind, Post- 
war houses and a few more shillings in 
the pay envelope can do more to raise the 
physical standard of both sexes than a 
thousand Olympiads.

AN IDYLL OF ATTICA, 


The young day was bright and clear, and I 
walked’ alone at Sagres ag el the wane 
road. Innumerable grasshoppers on- 
tinually from round my’ feet, and gel with 
ceaseless pattering among the flowers, making 
them. nod as if in meee rain. The butterflies 
seemed to be aid along above the' flowers 
down an invisible, dancing stream, while two 
orange-tips, eircling round each other, rose 
higher and higher into the air, till they were 
lost in the blue. 

There was not a cloud in the sky. It seemed 
a timeless, perfeet stillness over the day. 

Presently low rocky hills began to rise on 
one side of the road, thinly covered with grass, 
and dotted with groups of IS and olive trees. 
The road itself rose, and beyond the slope on 
the left, I saw a long bare arm of the sea. 
1 felt high up in clear air, and I could hear 
the wind flowing through a ‘clump of pines. As 
I walked, I wondered why it was that the face 
of the day between 10 and 12 was “so pure 
and radiant, shining with happiness.” 

The road descended again, and I only had 
glimpses of the sea It began to get warm. 
Brilliant green lizards lay basking, and vanished 
in a streak as I approached.

At about twelve the road was going along 
beside low, reddish cliffs; I left it and went to 
the edge to look over. They enclosed a smal! 
bay: the water was a beautiful blue-green, with 
white stones at the bottom, All my body.cried 
out at the sight for a bathe, and I chmbed 
down and went in. Then, as | was sitting on 
my coat on a sunlit rock, the water began 
slowly to tempt me again, as if there were a 
white Nereid. I got up and climbed over the 
scorching stones to a high rock, stood there 
looking down into the clear water, and suddenly 
dived, 

[ got back to the road again and walked on, 
feeling cool and light. There was a sense halt 
of adventure, half of being alone. 1 was the 
only thing moving in the heat. A hawk hovered 
motionless: the birds were mute. After about 
half an hour I saw a shanty off the road, with 
wine-shop painted crudely across the wall.

ITS EARLY ‘HISTORY. 

In view of the destruction of the Dublin 
General Post Othce during Easier Week, 1916, 
and of the teMporary Post Office building during 
the recent disturbances, some account of the 
postal sorvices im earlicr days. may be @mterest- 


li. 

trom Gilbert’s History of Dublin, one learns 
that towards the close of the reign of Charles 
the Second, the G.l’.0, was transferred from 
High street to Pishamble street, 

that imterference with the mails and postal 
service was not uncommon even in the past 
is shown by the tact that it was found neces- 
sary to issue a proclamation from the Castle, 
on 30th November, 1689, stating that complaints 
had been made UY the Postaunaster-General “ ol 
abuses committed by several courrers, and others 
riding post, who _presumed to open the post 
mails and ietters,” amd, further, that “ several 
postinasters had been disabled from keeping 
horses and servants sufficient by reason of their 
being burdened with quartering SOKHOTS, which, 
if not remedied, might prove a great hindrance 
to the Kings service, and a great iessening 
of the profits.” 

The pene further deciares that “ no 
postmaster shall be obliged to furnish any 
horses for any person or persons whatever going 
from this, our City of Dublin, unless such 
persons have a warrant signed by the Duke of 
iyreonnell, Captam- General of our’ Army, or 
by one of our Secretaries. 

The same rule should apply to persons coming 
into Dublin, who should have a certificate from 
the. Governor, or Commander-in-Chief, stating 
that they are engaged wi carrying despatches. 

Furthermore, all riding post were to pay 
three pence sterling per nile for every horse 
they used, and to pay this sum down at ever) 
stage betoare taking herse No officer or soldier 
to be quartered in the house of any postmaster 
who does not keep a pubhc mu; no person to 
seize hay, corn, or straw which the postmasie: 
keeps for his horses; no person to presume to 
oper the post-mails or any post lctters but such 
direeted and delivered to them.

One of the most handsome of the new build- 
ings in Lower Sackville street is the Hibernian 
Bank, at the corner of Lower Abbey street, 
which was built on the eite of the blook 
destroyed in the 1916 fires. The building ig al- 
most wholly constructed of ferro concrete, with 
stone facing. In the interior is a series of ferro 
concrete columns, treated superficially as Scag- 
liola imitation marble. Four columns rise from 


ornamental metal bases to handsome metal 
caps, on which the ceiling rests. A prominent 
feature of the principal chamber of the bank is 
the mezzanine floor. a balcony, which was de- 
signed to provide accommodation apart from 
the ground floor. The mosaic floor is sur- 
rounded by a semi-circular mahogany counter, 
partitioned on the further side into half a dozen 
separate offices.

BUILDING BOOM FORE- 
SHADOWED.

A boom in the building industry is prophesied 
in England, where prices of materials have 
dropped considerably, and the output of the 
workers is said to have increased since the 
reductions of wages took effect. 

Sir Charles Ruthven, Director-General cf 
Housing for the Ministry of Health, states that 
the average cost of building working class 
houses fell steadily from £700 in March, 1921, to 
£436 in March, 1922, and since then the drop 
has continued until last week what appears to 
be a low level was reached, when sanction was 
given to the erection of nine pairs of semi- 
detached houses to be erected at Leicester at a 
cost of £299 each. Three bedrooms, a large living 
room, store ro-m, bath, scullery, and the usual 
offices were provided for each dwelling. 

Sir Charles Ruthven says the great reason 
for the cheapening of house-building is that the 
men engaged in the building trades are work- 
ing better. “We are building at twice the 
speed and half the cost.” he concluded. 

Stock bricks, which were £5 Is. 6d. per 1,000 
in London a year ago, are now quoted at 
£4 2s. Od. In Dublin the present price is 
around £6 5s. Slates (24 x 12), which are 
246 10s. in London, as against £56 10s. a year 
ago, are £43 in Dublin. Cement is £3 8s. 6d. 
in London, and £3 18s. 6d. in Dublin, and the 
latter figure represents a drop of 10s. within 
the past few months. Meta! joists have dropned 
in twelve months from £22 per ton in London 
to £14, and in Dublin the quotation to-day is 
about £13, a drop of £2 since April last, 


IRISH ARCHITECTS’ FEES. 
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A new Housing Memorandum issued by the 
British Government recognises that an archi- 
tect may be entitled to payment for eervices 
involved in preparing plans which, for reasons 
over which he has no control, may never have 
received the approval of the Ministry of Health. 
The memorandum concludes by urging local 
authorities to “make prompt settlement, or sub- 
stantial payments on accounts in respect of the 
amounts payable to their architect for profes- 
sional services rendered.” 

The subject has a special interest for Irish 
architects at the present time, in view of the 
proceedings at the last meeting of the Cooks- 
town Urban Council, when the account of 
Messrs. Robinson and Davidson, architects for 
the scheme for artisans’ houses, which had 
been adjourned from time to time, was con- 
sidered. ~ 

The account was for £495, and in a covering 
letter the architects wrote that it was based 
on the fees in ordinary practice when the work 
is not carried out. They felt that it was too 
much, but no arrangement had been ngade as 
to fees when a scheme was abandoned, and 
they had no other principle to go on, and 
would have preferred waiting till some scale 
had been fix Since then the English Govern- 
ment had come to an arrangement with the 
Architects’ Association, and the account had 
been revised in accordance with that scale, the 
oe now being £292. It was made up as fol- 
ows :— 

Layout plan for 24 houses at 20s. each, £24. 

_— etc., of roads, water mains, etc., 20s., 


Plans and specifications for first twelve 
houses, bills of quantities, getting tenders, etc., 
£10 each, £120. ! 

Plans and spécifications for 
houses, £3 each, : 

Three separate designs, £26 each, £78. 

Travelling expenses, £10. ' 

The Chairman said that Mr. Robinson had 
lost a lot of time over the scheme, and had ex- 
pectation of a good fee, but the Council had 
got nothing out of it. The only item in the 
new account he could take exception to was 
£26 each for three designs. 

It was decided to ask the architects to drop 
the items for designs, and if they do to pay 
the amount.

The late Mr, George Spencer Harty, C.E., J.P., 
a former Borough City Surveyor, who died 
at his residence, at Merrion road, Ballsbridge, 
last Saturday night, was a _ distinguished 
engineer; who for about half a century Was 
associated with the improvements carried out 
by the Dublin Corporation. In 1861 he was 
first engaged as an assistant Borough Surveyor, 
and was employed on the construction of the 
Vartry water supply, He was appointed 
Borough Suryeyor in 1887, and during his 
period of office the streets of Dublin were 
aved with stone and wood in place of macadam. 
‘he erection .of the Corporation Fish, Fruit, 
and Vegetable Markets was carried out under 
his supervision, but the chief work of his official 
carcer was the Main Drainage scheme, by 
which the River Liffey ceased to be the city’s 
main sewer. On retiring in 1910, after fifty 
years’ sefvice, Mr. Harty had the freedom of 
the city conferred upon him by the Corporation, 
and his professional colleagues presented him 
with an illuminated address and casket.
